Automo­ 
biles were a new develop* 
ment,

venerable Model T had not 
yet been introduced. 
So 
when 
the 
newly 
organized 
Hondo Volun­ 
teer Fire Company No. I 
got together to discuss 
their 
firefighting 
needs, 
they went to 
Holloway 
Brothers with the specifi­ 
cations. This was in July 
of 1909. 
By January 20 of 1910, 
the Anvil Herald ran this 
report: 
“ The 
Holloway 
Bros, 
have finished a hook and 
ladder 
wagon 
for

saying, but rather listened 
to the information

so 
we 
refused to get a hangup 
over 
the 
fact 
Soviet 
thinking does not coincide 
with ours on all matters. 
First of all the 
most 
important person in mak­ 
ing our entire journey a 
success 
was 
our 
tour 
manager, 
Hendrick 
T. 
DeVries 
of 
Amsterdam. 
Hank was, and is, what one 
can trulv call a cosmopolite. 
He has been conducting 
tours for 13 years, has been 
an advertising salesman, a 
management 
consultant 
and has over the past years 
followed 
several 
other 
careers. His wide knowl­ 
edge, his experience, his 
congeniality, and his strong 
desire to help in all ways 
made the trip a delight. 
When 
we 
landed 
in 
Moscow we were met by 
Lydia Usikova who not 
only served as our guide in 
Moscow, hut accompanied 
us to Leningrad and Kiev. 
Lydia is married, in fact, 
the " A ” at the end of her 
last name indicates she ' is 
the wife of,” and she and 
her husband have a seven 
year old son. Her husband 
is a physicist. We thought 
she answered every ques­ 
tion we asked as fully and 
concienciously as possible. 
Naturally, there were many 
answers we did not agree 
with, 
but 
that 
is 
only 
natural when the ideologies 
of two countries are so 
different and their systems 
of 
government 
are 
so 


diametrically opposed. 
We 
thought 
she 
was 
extremely helpful in all that 
we did and asked. One 
thing for certain she made 
an instant hit when the 
entire 
group, 
and 
there 
were some sincere 
tears 
when we parted company at 
the Kiev airport when we 
left for East Berlin. She 
promised everyone she is 
coming 
to 
the 
United 
States 
in 
1976 
and 
naturally she was asked to 
visit in Texas so we could 
all have a ‘‘reunion.” 
Arriving in Leningrad by 
the Red Arrow Express, an 
overnight train ride from 
Moscow, we were intro­ 
duced to Emma Karimova, 
a witty young blonde who 
‘ had the right answers at all 
times. 
For instance, on our first 
official tour of Leningrad 
that morning, after having 
arrived at 8 a m. on the 
train, she discussed 
the 
weather changing so often 
in 
Leningrad. 
She 
said 
“just like you say in Texas. 
if 
you 
don’t 
like 
the 
weather, wait ten minute* 
and it will change." 
Emma explained to us 
how to mail a letter to 
someone 
in 
the 
Soviet 
Union; first you place the 
country, then the city, then 
the street, then the last 
name and finally the first 
name. 
Whereas Lydia was more 
patient, 
or 
hid 
her 
impatience better, Emma 
would occasionally show an 
impatient 
moment 
when 
our 
group 
struggled 
through a museum and was 
not always in a group so 
shb could talk to us. Not 
long, nor audibly, but an 
instant 
of 
aggrevation 
would appear in her eyes 
and voice and then would 
quickly 
disappear. 
Of 
‘course, this was something 
She# had 
to 
become 
Accustomed 
to, 
for 
the 
pattern was set in Amster­ 
dam 
and 
continued 
throughout the entire tour. 
We 
seemed 
to 
stay 
continuously busy talking 
to 
each 
other, 
more 
interested in repeating the 


chit-chat we had told each 
other a hundred times than 
hearing an explanation of 
certain points of interest. 
But invariably after the 
guides had finished explain­ 
ing an object of art or what 
have you. some straggler 
would come up and ask 
“ now what did you say this 
was? 
Anyway, all the guides, 
including 
Lydia 
and 
Emma, performed their job 
well in not becoming more 
impatient than they did. • 
Both guides work 
for 
Intourist, the state owned 
travel 
agency. 
Intourist 
controls 
all 
the 
hotels, 
plans all the tours and 
provides all the 
guides, 
buses, etc. I must say they 
did extremely well by our 
tour. 
We discovered through 
Emma in Leningrad that 
Lydia is considered one of 
the 
top 
guides 
and 
interpretors 
working 
for 
Intourist. Lydia told us 
that when she was not 
working with American and 
English 
groups 
in 
the 
Soviet Union, she accom­ 
panied tours outside the 
Soviet 
Union 
as 
an 


interpreter. She also served 
an an interpreter for the 
press delegation that ac­ 
companied President Nixon 
to Moscow. In fact that 
delegation stayed in the 
same 
hotel 
we 
did 
in 
Moscow. 
the 
Intourist. 
Both she and Emma were 
university graduates. 
Our stay in Kiev was 
brief 
but 
we 
had 
a 
wonderful 
guide 
named 
buda. She too was married 
and had graduated from the 
university in Kiev. She was 
extremely proud of her city, 
her state the Ukraine and 
her college education. She 
said 
she 
was 
born 
in 
Moscow 
but 
liker! 
Kiev 
much better. 
So to us, as 
well, 
I 
suspect, to all tours, the 
guides and tour manager 
really “ make or break” the 
experiences. Patricia and I 
believe we were fortunate in 
our drawing the guides we 
did throughout the trip,
